Warnings have been repeatedly 
issued from the local Chamber of 
Commerce to carefully examine o f­ 
ferings o f all solicitors.

Corbett, news editor of The Get­ 
tysburg limes, was fatally injured, and four per­ 
sons were hurt, two of them seriously, when the 
automobile in which th?y were riding crashed into 
a telephone pole on Chambersburg street at I o’clock 
this morning. 
.Mr. Corbett died at 10:30 o’clock at the Warner 
hospital without regaining consciousness. 
A piece 
of glass punctured his lungs, and he suffered a 
probable fracture of the spine. 
Hi? was lib years old. 
Hugh H. Craig, clerk at the Hotel Gettysburg, 
and brother-in-law of Mr. Corbett, is the most se­ 
riously injured of the other four. 
He has a possible 
fracture of the skull, and his head and face were 
badl\ lacerated. While his condition is serious, hos­ 
pital authorities believe h? will recover. 
The other injured are: 
Mrs. Gladys F. ( rueger, 31, of Baltimore. She 
has a severe concussion of the brain and numerous 
cuts and bruises. 
Her condition is said to he not se­ 
rious. 
Victoria V. Clayton, 25, of Waynesboro, sister 
of Mrs. ( rueger. who suffered multiple lacerations 
and bruises.
